New Roos give 
hope for future 


“A brand new era in Australian soccer,” went one of 
the buoyant, if not entirely overblown reactions to fast 
Saturday’s Socceroo display in Auckland. 

Looking purely at the result, a none too historic 1-1 draw, and 
even the Australian dominance over an ageing, Slouching and 
comparatively primitive New Zealand team, the description 
does indeed sound amusingly predictable, hardly objective and, 
frankly, stupid. 

Austratians have achieved draws in New Zealand before, and 
with dominance, without there being historic turning points in 
the games or the national team's development. 

Even in this case, at the post-match news conference, Kiwi 
coach Kevin Fallon confessed that his team “lacked quality. 
Lacked a little class.” In my view, which these days is clouded 
by what we saw from the glorious Czchostovakians in August, 
the New Zealanders had no class, no quality. 

And that wasn’t anything new either. The New Zealanders, 
with their less money, smaller population, less resources over- 
all and very different cultural demography (Continental migra- 
tion which would hetp temper their essentially and 
homogenously British influences is practically non-existent in 
New Zealand), have never been abie to match us in class. 

Their splendid recent record against us is due to their admi- 
rable fortitude against big brother (rom across the Tasman and, 
at various times, our own fumbtings. They at least do know how 
to harness their resources much better than we do. 

Yet, I would give some credence to the theory that there WAS 
something difflerent about this Australian display. That it may 
spell a welcome new direction for Austrjaian naitonat teams. 

It was, to throw in another cliche, not that Australia dominat- 
ed but how and why it dominated that mattered. 

As young and inexperienced as this team ts, and as wary as 
we therefore must be about blurting out the supertatives, it does 
have the makings of a good football team — with the emphasis 
heavy on the word “football”. 

Without trivialising it by listing the names, at least seven of 
the 10 outfield players who started the game on Saturday are 
footballers, or at least are partial to playing football, and not 
just “mad dogs”. 

On Saturday, we played the football and, in terms of physical 
competitiveness at the expense of footbaiting quality, it was the 
Kiwis who were the “mad dogs”. It gave me much pleasure that 
the “mad dogs” were outplayed and double the pleasure that it 
was Australia which outplayed them! 

Before Saturday's game visions of Australia’s display against 
Scotland in Melbourne last December were vivid in the memo- 
ty, arousing an oppressive fear that it will be years and years 
before an Australian team, newly built, can play that way again. 

Now the fear is gone, even compensating for the poverty of 
the opposition, the Australians played with a Auency and vol- 
ume of thought I cannot recall since they beat Manchester City 
on the European tour of 1984.

It is not suggested that they are world beaters, or Scothand- 
beaters, or even ready to embark on a World Cup or Olympic 
campaign. But, given that this was their first game together and 
the attitude with which they played it, the sign is good. It should, 
at the end of another three years, be a fai better team than the 
one we had at the end of the World Cup sortie last year. 


The most significant thing about all this is the type of players 
Australia had on the park on Saturday. And look at the types 
that were on the bench: Tapai, Dakos, Zinni, Melta. Hardly a 
pack of “mad dog” reserves. 


Perhaps it is an ironic omen, but 1 was most impressed with 
the promise this team showed. Far more (han I was impressed 
by Australia’s display when the last World Cup preparations 
began, with those matches against England in 1983. 


Make no mistake. Frank Arok, | suspect, still wants “mad 
dogs” in his team. “Mad dogs” by his definition, which Is what 
they must be, “bastards” who compete till they drop and “die for 
the national team.” 

But what is clear is that the new direction is essential if 
Austratia is to advance from the remnants of last year's 
achievements to a point where it can realistically hope for a 
spot in the 1994 finals. . 

That new direction, it appears, is to veer towards some sort of 
equality in confidence, produced by a winning, rather (han 
resisting attitude. 

The iast Australian team, gallant and courageous, had been 
essentially an army of resistance, nurtured on how best to 
combat opposition with more class — like Israel and Scotland. 

Bui there surely is no future in sheer resistance. * 

I do not know what will happen in the return leg against New 
Zealand on Sunday, but let's admit that in the first teg the Kiwis 
played right into the hands of this new Australia, 

At home, they played negatively, cautiously, against a young 
(eam which enjoys its football, which wanted to win and which 
took on the Australian shirt with a hopefully sustaining hunger. 

Not all opponents wil! do that against Australia. But with 4 
new winning attitude, with a conviction that we simply have to 
learn to out-play, out-think and out-create opponents to make 
Progress, we shoutd be able to beat most of them.

Besiktas, which had been 
due to play Apoel in Istanbul in 
the second round first leg of 
the European Cup, now auto- 
matically goes through to the 
quarter-finals. 


The Cypriot club has until to- 
day (Wednesday) to appeal 
against the decision. 


Apoel, under apparent pres- 
sure from the government of 
the Cyprus Republic, told 
UEFA it would not play the 
first leg tie because of “the fail- 
ure of the Turkish club to in- 
form Apoel... about certain 
conditions to be met.” 


The government earlier had 
banned the second return jeg 
due to be held in Nicosia. The 
Cyprus Republic has had no 
diplomatic relations with Tur- 
key since 1974 when Ankara's 
military intervention divided 
the island.

The vice-captain of Malaysia’s national side was 
banned for life last week for offering bribes to his 
teammates to fose a match in the just concluded Asian 
Games in Seoul, officials in Kuala Lumpur said. 

Wong Hung Nung, 28, who has denied the charges, 
was suspended from playing, coaching or holding any 
office in any association or club or participating in 
any tournament organised by the Footbal! Association 
of Malaysia (FAM). 

Announcing the decision, FAM vice-president 
Tengku Ahmad Rithauddeen said the inquiry board 
was satisfied that Hung Nung had offered 5,000 Malay- 
sian dollars ($A3154) to each of the several players he 
approached to tose Malaysia’s opening match against 
Saudi Arabia by two goals. 

It was not clear if any Malaysian players accepted 
bribes, 

Malaysia played Saudi Arabia on September 21 dur- 
ing the Asian Games group preliminaries in Kwangju 
and lost 1-3. 

Mr Rithauddeen said that Hung Nung, who works in 
a local bank, could appeal to the executive council of 
FAM within 14 days. 

Hung Nung presented compatriots Zainal Abidin 
Hassan and Khan Hung Meng to testify on his behalf 
at the inquiry and also presented a written 
submission.

But it’s all in 


a day's work 


He’s seen 30 pieces of 
silver flung at his chair- 
man, board members 
have thrown things at 
him, he’s been spat on and 
booed, and he’s undergone 
the trauma of having Aus- 
tralian soccer’s most 
prestigious piece of sil- 
verware stolen and then 
mysteriously returned. 

He is, of course, George Wal- 
lace, executive director of Aus- 
valle’ largest soccer body. the 


By the time this year’s VSF 
AGM comes round, on No- 
vember 13, Wallace will have 
completed 16 years service 
with the VSF, a period when 
his bailiewick has burgeoned 
more than tenfold. 

When he took over as secre- 
tary after the AGM of 1970, 
Wallace had one full-time as- 
sistant, Mrs Norah Kevan (she 
was my teacher, he says) and a 
part-timer. The VSF then com- 
prised only 60 clubs. Now it has 
jurisdiction over 154 clubs, 
ptaying in 26 divisions, plus af- 
filiated leagues like the Indus- 
trial, North-Eastern, Bendigo, 
Ballarat, Latrobe Valley, and 
80 on which it oversees and 
advises. 

The VSF's budget in 1970 
was $48,000, not it has grown to 
$500,000 and the staff at Soccer 
House now number 10. includ- 
ing the caretaker and his 
watch-dog. 

To cope with the logistics of 
such a massive undertaking, 
the office is now computerised, 
and one member of the staff 
has @ full time job for the next 
two years just programming 
the details of the 100,000 play- 
ers of all ages the VSF has to 
look after. No doubt by the 
time she has finished the num- 
ber will have doubled. 

Administering all this is a 
massive task, but Wallace sails 
through it all serenely. That's 
probably because he has be- 
come inured to the traumas of 
the job, and in his 16 years in 
Fitzroy Street, there have been 
plenty. 

“The VSF has grown much 
more democratic in my time,” 
he says, happily. 

“If you remember back to 
1970, we had the infamous yel- 
low form, and the State League 
ran everything.” 

Only one club could gain pro- 
motion from the Metro League 
(now Victorian League) into 
the State League each year in 
those days and the State 
League dominated the board

and the appointments to it. 1 
was this domination that led to 
the incident over the 30 pieces 
of silver, 

The State League always 
used to hold its own caucus 
meeting just prior to the board 
election, and jobs like chair- 
man, deputy chairman and 
treasurer already were allot- 
ted before the actual voting. So 
one club delegate who had as- 
Pirations to Jeadership found 
himself out in the cold and at 
the first meeting of the new 
Board, threw a bag containing 
30 silver coins at the Chair- 
man, Mr Sam Papasavas. 

“I'll never forget it,” says 
Wailace. 

“Sam went white and 
looked stunned, and 1 said: 
‘Remember your Bible, Mr. 
Chairman’, as a mutter of ‘Ju- 
das’ flaated over.” 

Board meetings could be 
rough in those days. One mem- 
ber recalls fondly kicking 
another downstairs, one threw 
his spectacles at Wallace, and 
a vice-president was assailed 
with cries of “resign, resign" 
when he was detected using a 
pocket tape-recorder. The 
board was paranoic about the 
press too, and one deputy 
chairman, who has since left 
the scene, managed (to force 
through @ resolution that said 
no journalist should ever be a 
board member. 

It's not like that these days, 
of course, and a lot of the im- 
provement can be attributed to 
the calming influence and the 
growing authority of Wallace. 

Wallace exudes an air of a 
man on fop of his job, although 
that unflappable exterior hides 
a volatile nature that once saw 
him being restrained from 
walking out of the job by the 
then president, the late Theo 
Marmaras. 

He is used to being success: 
ful too. In both of his previous 
careers — in the army and asa 
referee — be rose right to the 
top.

the British Army in 1944, he 
left in 1948, but was lured back 
in 1952 and by the time he took 
his “golden bowler" in 1970 
and came back to civilian life 
he had risen to the rank of 
Staff Sergeant Major, and was 
holding down the job of Chief 
Clerk to the Chief of Staff in 
the UK, in other words, the 
highest ranking clerical officer 
in the British Army. 

He had taken up refereeing 
in 1949, when he was tempo- 
rarily out of the army, qualify- 
ing with the Manchester 
County F.A. (Although born in 
London he is a transplanted 
Mancunian, and to this day a 
fervent Manchester United 
fan). 

in his early refereeing days 
he officiated at such exotic 
spots as Southern Cemetary 
and Boggart Hole Clough. But 
back in the army, his referee- 
ing career really took off, until, 
during a three-year stint in Ni- 
geria, he refereed the Nigerian 
Cup Fina! and international 
matches such as Nigeria v Gha- 
na as it was then known. He 
was an English FA grade one 
ref by then and once more 
back home, refereed the Army 
Cup Final between a batallion 
from West Germany and one 
from England. His biggest 
match ever though was the in- 
ternational between the Bel- 
gian army and the French 
army in 1969 at which game 
one of his linesmen was Fred 
Royston, who later refereed 
here, 

He was demobbed shortly 
after that, and found himself 
back in the grocery trade. It 
didn't suit him any more 
though and since his wife Jes- 
sie’s sister was already in Aus- 
tralia, thoughts naturally 
turned to emigrating. His elder 
son Michael came first, fol- 
lowed by George, Jessie and 
son lan. 

The lucky break came late 
in 1970, when Wallace was in 
the sales department of Nylex. 
VSF secretary Len Wilmer re- 






signed to go to the Victorian 
Swimming Union and Watlace 
apptied for the job and got it. 

Without being at all smug 
about it, he says the job 
changed his life. 

“Just to illustrate how 
much," he says, “let me tell 
you about the last match I saw 
before we emigrated. It was 
Manchester United v Stoke 
City at Old Trafford, and Tan 
and I stood right at the very top 
of the terracing. Three years 
later I was back at Old Traf- 
ford, but this time in the Board- 
Toom as an honored overseas 
guest, and I've been back there 
several times since. 

“That brings me to proba- 
bly the most embarrassing 
moment of all. On one trip 
overseas, I was in the Man- 
chester United Boardroom, 
talking to Sir Matt Busby, 
when I heard my name, and 
turned round to see this fan in 
an open-necked short and 
massive United scarf, accom- 
panied by his young son, car- 
rying a rattle. I then had to 
introduce him to all and sun- 
dry as a member of my 
board!” 

He had another nasty experi- 
ence when the Dockerty Cup 
disappeared from Fawkner's 
keeping just before last year's 
final. However, after a week of 
worry, the famous piece of sil- 
verware just as mysteriously 
re-appeared again. Wallace 
knows the story, but his lips are 
sealed. 

“Those are just two of the 
lows in my term of office,” he 
says, 

“as for the high points of my 
16 years here, they would have 
to be the 1981 World Youth 
Cup, and the visit of Scotland 
jast December. To be part of 
the organising team that host- 
ed the Youth World Cup was a 
thrill I'll never forget, and that 
goes for Scotland too, 

“TI suppose when I first start- 
ed in this job I never in my 
wildest dreams could have 
imagined Victoria hosting a 
World Cup qualifying match in- 
volving Scotland.” 

Wallace is very optimistic 
about soccer's future here. 

“I think the game is healthy 
here, maybe even healthier 
than it has ever been. 

“There are less spectators, 
but there are more partici- 
pants, as our registered player 
figures show. 


“What I would like to see is 
more clubs being enterpris- 
ing enough to install flood- 
lighting, because { think that 
the type of fixture congestion 
we get now at the end of the 
season could be avoided by 
mid-week floodlit games. 
Talking of floodlighting, 1 
have put it to the Olympic 
Park management that if 
they go to the expense of cov- 
ering No. 2 ground with an ar- 
ticifial surface, they should 
consider floodlighting it as 
well. 


“LT think the Olympic Park 
management needs to re-think 
its attitude to soccer 
altogether. 


“H Brunswick Juventus fol- 
lows Footscray and Heidel- 
berg’s example and moves out 
to share the John Cain Reserve 
with Northcote, Olympic Park 
will be left with only Mel- 
bourne Croatia, and it can't 
wait for the day it can move. 


“It's a sad state of affairs 
that the best soccer ground in 
Australia could soon be with- 
out a tenant, when you consid- 
er what soccer has done for 
Olympic Park in the last 30 
years,

Leicester, under wily Scot- 
tish manager Matt Gillies, then 
was building a very useful 
combination. With Banks a wa- 
tertight last line of defence, 
Leicester became one of the 
major forces in English soccer. 

He was already an Engiand 
under-23 representative when 
making the first of what 
proved to be many appear- 
ances at Wembley Stadium in 
the 1961 FA Cup Final. Unfor- 
tunately it was one of his less 
memorabie displays at the 
famous arena _as overwhelm- 
ing favorite Tottenham Hot- 
spur completed an historical 
league cup “double” with a 2-0 
win.

A couple of years later, 
Leicester returned to Wem- 
biey as the fancied side.

By this time, Banks was a 
full international, having made 
his Engiand senior debut a 
month earlier in the 2-1 defeat 
by a Scottish team reduced to 
10 men in the opening minutes. 

The Yorkshireman’s Wem- 
dley luck changed in a 1963-64 
season which saw him consoli- 
date his place as an England 
player.

the incident and Arsenal went 
on to win the replay 2-0. 

Stoke's Wembley debut was 
merely delayed for one year 
though. The “Potters” not only 
reached the 1972 Football 
League Cup Final, but lifted 
the trophy after defeating 
Chelsea 2-1 amid nationwide 
delight. 


Banks, as ever, was superb 
in the final, but whenever he 
looks at his winners’ tankard 
the foremost memory evoked 
must be of the semi-final with 
West Ham United which Stoke 
won by the odd goal in nine 
thanks to its goalkeeper's bril- 
liant penalty save from fellow 
World Cup hero Geoff Hurst. 


An even greater accolade 
followed soon afterwards in 
the form of the 1972 English 
Footballer of the Year trophy. 


Like many goalies, Banks 
reached the peak of his ability 
in bis mid-30s and must have 
anticipated further honors be- 
fore retirement. There was 
that elusive FA cup winners’ 
medal! to aim for and, perhaps. 
opportunities of additional 
World Cup glory. 

Alas, it was not to be. A near 
tragic car accident left the 
great goalkeeper blind in his 
right eye in October, 1972 and 
forced him to prematurely 
hang up his gloves.
